A page 
in livery opens the door for those who enter, and 
they never allowe customer {to texe any article 
home himself. If it is only aneckrcarf, they will 
send itto him, thougb he lives five miles away. 
They have two delivery vans for this purpose, 
driven by uninformed coachmen, wilh fiun kies by 
their sides to deliver the parcels. Altogether, the 
style of the establishment is stunning. The prices 
are so high that men of modest means do not buy 
there. This is entirely to theirsatisfaction, as they 
do not wapt that kind of custom Nothing in 
their shop can be bought at the regular prices. Col- 
lars, for instance, which sell usually at twenty five 
cen ts, are cents there: and ihey 
charge eigh'y centsa pair for cuffs that are else- 
where thirty-five to forty.

A pisStareen, you 
know, was 18°, cents—that is a seven pence 
and a thrip. We had no dimes or half dimes. 


The dollar was cut up into eights instead ot 
tenths. When a countryman called for let- 
ters and got one he would look at it some 
time and turn it over and meditate before he 
paid tor it, and very often they would say, 
‘‘where did this letter come from.’’ Well, 1 
would say for instance, “it come from Dah- 
lonega—dont you see Dahlonega written up 
on the corner?’

always sent them to me, and most of them 
told me to begin their letters that way. 
There was not more than one in five could 
write, but they were good, clever, honest peo- 
ple and paid their debts, but they hardly ever 
paid up in full at the end of the year, and so 
they gave their notes for the balance and 
made their mark. My father used tosay that

I liked to 
have froze several times, and had to be liffed 

off the horse when I got home and it nearly 

broke my mother’s heart, but I was getting a 
dollar a trip and it was my money, and so I 

wouldent back out. Theold woman on the 
route used to crowd me with their little com- 
missions ‘and get me to bring thema little pep- 
per, or copperas, or bluing, or pins and 
needles, or get me to take along some socks 

and sel] them, and so I made friends and ac- 

quaintances all the way. The first trip I 

made, an old woman hailed me and said, 

‘‘Are you a mailboy?”’ ‘‘Why, yes, mam,”’ 

said I,’’ ‘‘you dident think I was a female 
boy, did you?’ I thought that was mighty 
smart, butit wasent very civil and it made 
herso mad she never told me what she 
wanted, and as she turned her back on me I 
heard her say, ‘‘I’ll bet he is a little stuck up 
town boy.” 

My father was postmaster for nearly thirty 
years. Itdidn’t pay more than about $200 
a vear, but it made his store more of a public 

lace. He didn’t know that anybody else 
hankered after it or was trying to get it, but 
all of a sudden he got his orders to turn over 
the office toanother man, an oldline whig 
anda competitor in business. It mortified 
him very much and made us all mad, for 
there was no fauit found with his manage- 
ment, and he never took much interest in 
politics but voted for the man he liked 
the best whether he was a whigor a demo- 
crat. When he found out that Alek Stephens 
had it done-he wasenta Stephens man any 
more, and I grewupwith an idea that Mr. 
Stephens was a political fraud. I dident un- 
derstand the science of politics as we}! as ] 
do now. I told Mr. Siephens about it one 
night at Milledgeville when we were allin a 
good humor ana were talking about the old 
times of whigs and democrats, and he smiled 
and said, ‘‘yes, we had to do those thingsand 
sometimes they were very disagreeable.”’

Pictares of Other reeple and Other Chimes. 

Tux Pouyeamovs Furciass.—Physiciogi- 
cally the Fuegians, as shown by those at the 
Jardin d’ Acclimation at Paris, are less uniike 
our own rece than are the natives of Africa. 
Yet socially and intellectuaily they are vastly 
inferior toa Nubian, and must probabiy be 
considered as the remnantof an Ando-Peru- 
vian tribe, driven by the Patagonians into this 
inhospitable isiand. Deprived of all resources, 
they have sunk in mind and morals, without 
perceptible alteration in physique. Jaeir 
food is chiefly fish and mollusks. A Fuegian 


_ generally has two wives. These fish for him, 


row for him, dive for him, carry burdens for 
him, and in return are said to enjoy the felic- 
ity of being eaten as soon as they begin to 
grow old. The Fuegians, like the Australians, 
show their tenderness in this way, and justify 
it by sayingitisashame to. was'e 80 much 
ood nourishment. There is little that can 
called perental or filial affection, still less 
friendship. Their language is a constantly 
changing one, like that of most wild tribes 
that are without the art of writing, and their 
social state has not advanced sufficientiy for 
the formation of tribes or the division of ter- 
ritory. A Fuegian possesses only bis arms 
and the morsels of skin with which he occa- 
sionally covers the windward side of his back. 
Everything more must be possessed in com 
mon. 


A Nanop's Hover.—Bauatit was something 
more substantially novel than I intended to 
make the burden of this letter when I com- 
menced to write. With the influence of the 
whole American consulate behind me, I was 
permitted the very rare privilege of passing 
over the famous Houqua estate, one of the 
wealthiest and most imposing homes in this 
whole empire. More than this, | was per- 
mitted to see the females in the varicus 
branches of the Houqua family, a privilege 
which, I was assured, was never before ac 
corded a male foreigner. Think of that, ye 
envious American mashers. Only one_or two 
ladies have ever enjoyed this remarkabie 
favor, Mrs. Henry, the missionary’s wife, and 
a daughter of Robert E, Lee being the most 
notable of the fortunate ones. The fact be- 
coming known that | wasa ‘*Melican newspa- 
per man,’’ and would probably never return 
tw demand a repetition of this supreme bless- 
ing, it, together with the infiuence of my oft 
cial companions, proved an open sesame to 
the mysterious inner circles, 

The elder Houqua died some forty year ago, 
supposed to be worth nearly a million of dol- 
lars for every year of his life. His wealth is 
illustrated by the fact that when the English 
demanded a ransom of severa! million dollars 
for the city of Canton, about the time when 
they were holding the city, Mr. Houquz 
came forward and said: : 

‘Permit me the happiness of donating $1,- 
000_G00,”’ 

And the cit.zens cheerfully accorded him 
that liberty. 

Of the sons, grandsons, and great grandsons 
now living on the estate (including, of course, 
the servants, for in China the patriarchal sys- 
tem prevaiis, and servants are reckoned as 
members of the family) they are about 400 
persons; but the liberal dimensions of the 
grounds does away with the supposition that 
the piace is crowded. 

For a time we strolled about in the count 
less courts and outer halis of the place, in 
order to give the family a chance to take cog- 
nizance of our presence. Everything was 
grand, massive, and gloomy; -but not by any 
means pretty. The Chinese standard of 
beauty contemplates massive brick or granite 
walls, without any ornamentation, square 
furniture, and otherwise stiff-looking land- 
scape features. The exception to this rule is 
in favor of the delicate carvings in wood and 
ivory which abound, and the floral displays 
which are frequently to be witnessed. I 
shall not attempt to give anything likea de- 
tailed account of the intensely interesting 
two hours which I spentin this magnificent 
establishment. 

Seon some intelligent looking boys of 14 or 
15 years of age joined us, introducing them- 
selves, and making themselves decidedly 
affable. 

We were escorted into a cherry orchard, 
where there were, perhaps, 100 trees of a Chi- 
nese variety of this fruit, all in full bloom. 
The odor from the bi:lowy burden of blos 
soms that hung on the boughs was so sweet 
that the air seemed to rise and fallin waves of 
psrfume. The ground was literally white un- 
cerneath with a carpet of failen petals. The 
effect of this sight on the 15th of January, 
with the thermometer registering 75 degrees 
in the shade, was such as to leave, I think, a 
lasting impression upon my mind. 

We next proceeded toa costly house which 
had been erected in honor of the attainment, 
by one of the sons, of the Kinjen degree, 
The son in question is now studying at Pekin. 
It will be seen that among rich and poor 
alike, education isa an absorbing pursuit 
with this celestial race. Near by was a watch- 
tower of granite, commanding an extensive 
view over the grounds. 

“In China, you knew,’’ observed Mr. Nye, 
“the rich are never safe from the incursions 
of those who would be lawless, and eighty 
men are stationed in this look-out all the 
time to see to it that no one purloins a child, 
a la the Charlie Ross affair, and then demand 
a ransom for it.”’ 

We now come to a series of lotus lakes. As 
it was not the right season of the year we did 
not see any of the sacred blossoms; and, in- 
deed, owing to the fact that it was ebb tide. 
some of the points were actually filthy in ap- 
pearance. But we could judge from photo: 
graphs which hung on the walls what the 
principal of these lakes must be at the proper 
season of the year, when 5,000 or more of the 
matchlesss blossoms look up from the wafer 
atone time. Outover this lake were built 
summer houses that might almost be called 
pretty from a foreign standpoint and which 
were certainly juxuriant in all their appoint- 
ments. At the right season of the year the 

rospect from these lakeside verandas must

We now bégan to ercounter representa. 
tives of the family, whe flocked about us nnu- 
merously and e@ordlally remarked, ‘“Chin- 
chin!’ tn greeting. They were the finest and 
most cleanly looking Celestials I haye yet 
seen in China. 

The little tots flocked about us, not at al! 
afraid apparentiy, reaching out their cute 
little hands and piping the salutation, ‘‘Chin- 
chin.”’ Tuaeir cleanliness made them the first 
na ive children I have seen in China who were 
attractive. Some of them got hold of the 

lug bat of Mr. Seymour, and, in great glee, 
c an trying it on. 

e were now shown into reception-rooms 
ad infinitum, all extravagantly luxurious. 
On the tables were copies of Hong Kong na- 
tive dailies. Every few minutes the piloting 
young Hougua who spoke English woula beg 
in the most earnest tones that we would 
overlook the confusion in which things were 
found, As the Chinese “New Year’ ap- 
proached the house was being cleaned from 
top’to bottom, and scores of servants were at 
work washing all wood-work, including the 
chairs and sofas (with marble seat), and even 
the granite blocks. . 

Noticing that few of the rooms had more

SAVANNAH VOLUNTEER GUARDS. 
The announcement of the fair to be beld in 
Savannah for the benefit of the Volunteer 
Guards Battalion has already been made in 
these columns, but we take pleasure in mak- 
ing a more direct and particular reference. 
This corps, which is one of the finest and bes 
disciplined in the country, proposes to tear 
down its old arsenal and build a new arsenal 
to cos: $30,000, the new building to be used 
for state purposes, and is also to be devoted 
to the uses of the corps. To forward this 
work and to carry out its plans, a grand fair 
will be held in Savannah at the United 
States barracks on the 5th of April, under 
the auspices of the battalion. 

With a portion of the property con tributed 
for fair purposes, the corps has made up a list 
of $5,700 worth of property and will dispose 
of it by selling tickets of $2 a piece. The 
ticket holders become the owners of the 
property, and commissioners of high standing 
and character will draw the property and as- 
sign it toshareboiders. This is a wise and 
liberal distribution of property, and there 
will be a demand for tickets not only on ac- 
count of the popularity of the Guards, bu® on 
account of the intrinsic merits of the scheme 
and the value of the property to be distri- 
buted. 

The object of the fair is in all respects a 
noble one. The Guards organization is a 
historic one. The corps was organized in 
1802, and its history since that event has 
been the history of Georgia. The military 
spirit is not es highly developed in Atlanta 
as it willbe, as the elements of.our progress 
and prosperity take permanent shape, but in 
the absence of this spirit, there ought at 
least toexista bond of sympathy between 
the two cities—one the oldest and the other 
the youngest in the state. We trust our citi- 
gens will attend the big fair of the Guards, 
which will be carried out ona scale befitting 
the social elegance of Savannah. We speak 
by the card when we say that whoever at- 
tends the Guards’ fair from Atlanta or from 
this section of the state will find himself in 
the arms of the most refined hospitality.

The board did not even seitle the 
question of veracity betewen the commanier 
and the wheelsman. It really settled nothing 
except putting the blame cn Captain Wright, 
because he went to his room when he should 
have been in the pilot house. “ae bundred 
souls were lost on the stormy coast by u:mis- 
takeable and undeniable negligence on the 
part ofsome man. The board say that that 
man was Captain Wright. And his punish- 
ment is, what? Simply the revocation ofjhis 
license. There seems to not nautical eyes to 
be a vast disproportion between the offense— 
to use a mild word—and the punishment 
inflicted by the board of local inspectors.

right to have 250 convicts for three years. That 
would make the labor of one. man fer 
750 years, or 750 men for one 
year. They represented that the 
company hed had equal to more than eighteen 
hundred years of labor, which wak largely ip 
excess of any rights they might have. They 
further charged that the company hai ney 

bona to the state for the safe cooning ana tee 
and for taki pg proper care of any of these conviets 
except aboutlo0. Thatthey have always been in 
their custody without autherity of law and 
that there was no contract with them,or bond given 
by them that required heir humane treatment or

THE PAVEMENTS. 


EDITORS CONSTITUTION :—The questions raised by 
the writer, who signs himself ‘*Progressive,’’ are 
quite pertinent, and we are glad to have an oppor 
tunity to answer them. 

He speaks of asphalt pavement laid in Cleveland 
and Columbus, Qhio, and Pittsburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, which has worn out aftera short service. 


All the pavement laidin these cities was made of 
a mixture of coal tar and gravel laid on a broken 
stone foundation, excepting one smail piece of 
true asphalt laid in Columbus, Ohio Now. we 
fromm experience, are thoroughly familiar with caal 
tar pavements,and atali times take occasion to 
unquatifiedly condemn them for the following 
reasons: Because the oils they contain, which 
make them soft, evaporatein the heat of the hot 
sun, and aiso are more or jess washed out by rains 
and other liquids that fall upon them. When this 
takes place the remaining material grows dry and 
Crumbles, and the payement toon becomes worth- 
less unless coustautly repaired 

In addition to the cities mentioned by “Progress- 
ve,”’ there are many others in the country which 
have had a similar unfortunate 
experience. One of these is Washington. 
when under the Boss Shepherd rule over twenty 
miles of coal tar pavement were foisied on the city. 

Some of these which were laidin 1872-3 have by 
copstantand prompt repairs been kepiin use, but 
Captain Green of the.United States engineer corps, 
who has charge of the streets in Washington. 
in his annual report for 1883 in 
speaking of the Cal tar pavement 
says, “they were asa rule inferior to pavements in 
which the cement is made of asphalt and they are 
gradually wearing out.’’ He alsosays thatafter the 
top surface is worn out that ‘'an entirely new sur- 
face of aspbaltis then jaid upon them.”’ We here 
would like to explain in a few words what the true 
asphalt pavemeut ie. The asphalt, which really 
forms but 4 small portion of the pavemen’,i a vat- 
ural pitch or vitumen, breugni from the island of 
Tiinpidad and carefully refined to free it from 
earthy impuriies in this condition it is too hard 
for use and it is mixed with about sixteen per cent 
ofheavy petroleum oils which do not evaporate 
under 250° farinheit. As the asphalt does not evap- 
orate under 4°0 ana as both have 
seen found by experience to be 
Unalt@rabie by water or oloer lig uid 
that come upou them this asphaltic materiai 1s not 
open to the :ame fatal objec!ion tha! obtains in the 
case of the coal tar. 

This aspnali mixtnre is used in the proportion of 
about l15 percenut,to bind together in a solid mass 
about 70 ver cent of quariz sand andi15 per cent 
of powdered limesione. 

As quartz is the hard wearing constituent in the 
best granite it will be seen that the asphaltin ita 
composiiion much resembiesit. This asphait mtx 
ture being laid on arigid bed of six inches of ce 
meniconcree and rolied by a heavy steam roller 
makes a perfectly smooth surface that sheds water 
and washes itself free from all dirt in an ordinarily 
strong shower. No crossings are needed and so 
smooth aid so pleasaut is its surface that often 
when it isiaid between brick or stove sidewalks 
the foot passinges use the roadway from preference. 
But to return to the poinis made by ‘‘progressive,’’ 
the pavement he speaks of as having been laid on 
5th averue in New York, was no coubt the one 
laid in 1869 which was composed of a mixture of 
wued, tar, rosin, and gravel. This was taken up 
the same year it was put down, which 
was not surprising considering ifs compositions 

Another questiou he asksis whether we are not 
picking out pavements which have stood wear 
well,and kept inthe bsck ground those which 
have beena failure. We answer no; and at the 
same time we do net care to conceal or gloss over 
one tingle instance in which asphalt bas not given 
good service 

Asmali amount of the first pavement laid was 
defective from the inexperience of every one in 
the business, and sivce then a small percentage has 
likewise been defective, due to the same cause—ig- 
norance of the proper method of laying it. We 
most thoroughly contend that the asphait must be 
put down by those who understand it, but the pro- 
cess is neither difficult nor complex in its details, 
and can be soon icarned, 

The guarantees we make are such that we have 
te do good work to maintain our existance in busi- 
ness. 

Can the asphalt pavement be cutinto and pipes 
laid with facility, and the openings closed so that 
the wezriug surface is as good as originally Inid? 
We answer ves, and that this is being done every 
day where asphaltisin use. Any one can cutit 
open, and the expert we keep _ resident 
in every town where we lay the 
pavement renews. the surface perfectly 
aud leaves itasstrong as before. Your City engi- 
neer, Mr Angier who is familiar with the asphait 
pavement bothin this country and abroad, can 
inform you as to this question, as can any of the 
city engineers where the pavement is laid also. As 
to its tlipperiness and liability to be cut by any 
kind of tire or whee! which passes over it or by the 
horseshoes, Itis :eally surprising huw absolutely 
the asphalt maintains its integrity of surface un- 
der constant bard wear for many years. 

We arechallenged to name some one who can 
testify as to the factthatthe valueof property where 
asphaitis aid is panier | increased thereby. We

‘died just as he had lfived. People nearly 
alwaysdo. Have you never remarked that? 
here is but one instance mentioned in all the 
Bible of a man repenting in the last hour. 
Allthe other men who lived livesof iniguity 
as faras we can understand from the Bible, 
died deaths of iniquity. If you livea drunk- 
ard’s life, you wilt die a drunkerd; the dé- 
frauder dies a defrauder; the idler dies an 
idler; the blasphemer dies a blasphemer: 
the slanderer dies a slanderer; the debauchee 
Gies a debauchee. As you live, you will die, 
in all probability. Do not, therefore, make 
your soul believe that you can go on in a 
course of sin, and then in the last moment 
repent. There is such a thing as deathbed re- 
pentance, but 1 never saw one, J] never saw 
one, God in all this Bible presents us only 
one case of that kind, and it is not safe to 
risk it, lest our case should happen not to be 
the one amidst ten thousand. 

But there were rays of light that streamed 
into the crucifixion. As Christ was on the 
cross and looked down on the crowd of people 
he saw some very warm friends there. And 
that brings me to the remarking of the group 
of adherents that were around the cross, The 
firstin all that crowd was his mother. You 
need not point her out to me. I cansee by the 
sorrow, the anguish, the woe, by the up- 
thrown hands’ That all means mother! 
“Ob,’’ you say, ‘‘why didn’t she go down to 
the foot of the hill and sit with her back to 
the scene? It wastod horrible for her to look 
upon.’’ Doyou not know when a chiid is in 
anguish or trouble it always makes a hero- 
ine of amother? Take her away, you say, 
from the cross. You can not drag her away. 
She will keep on Jooking; as long as her son 
breathes she will stand there looking. What 
a scene itis for a tender®earted mother to 


look upon! How gladly she would have 
sprung to His relief! It was her son. Her 
son! How gladly she would have clambered 
upon the cross and hung there herseif if her 
son would have been relieved! How strengtb- 
euing she would have been te Christ if she 
might have come close by him and soothed 
him! There wasa good deal in what the li 

tle sick child ssid upon whom a surgical 
operation must be performed. The doctor 
said, ‘That child won’t live through this 
operation unless you encourage him. You go 
in and get his consent.’’ The father told him 
all the doctor said and added, ‘‘Now, John, 
will you go through it? Will you consent to 
it?’ He looked very pale, and he thought a 
minute, and said, ‘‘Yes, father’ if you will 
hold my hana I will.”’ So the father held his 
hand and led him straight through the peril. 
O, woman, in your hour of anguish, whom 
do you want with you? Mother. Young 
man,in your hour of trouble whom do you 
want to console you? Mother. If the mother 
of Jesus could bave only taken thosesbleed- 
ing feet into her lap! It she might have 
taken the dying head on her bosom! If she 
might have said to him, ‘‘It will soon be over, 
Jesus; it will soon be over, and we will meet 
again and it will be all well.’’ But no; she 
dared no‘ come up soclose. They would bave 
struck her back with their hammers. They 
would have kicked her down the hill. There 
can be no alleviation at all. Jesus must 
sufferand Mary must look. I suppose she 
thought of the birth-hour in Bethlehem. I 
suppose she thought of that time when, with 
her boy in her bosom, she hastened on in the 
dark ness in the flight toward Egypt. 1 sup- 
pose she thought of his boyhood when he was 
the joy of her heart. I suppose she thought 
of the thousand kindnesses he had done her, 
not forsaking her or forgetting her, even in
